F. Answer review questions, as¬ 
signed or not. Do this without 
using the text or your notes. 

G. Re-study information about any 
question you cannot answer 
without looking at the text. 

H. Write questions about any part 
of the work you feel you still do 
not understand and discuss them 
in class or with another student. 

I. To learn formulas or basic defi¬ 
nitions, write them on a small 
card (or cards) which you should 
carry around and look at when 
time permits.

Of many books written on the life 
of Albert Schweitzer, this one by Jo 
Manton must be classified as a must 
for high school students. The story 
of Schweitzer^s life is described in 
such a way that the reader will feel 
he is actually reliving the adventures 
and experiences with him. 

Besides being a great philosopher, 
doctor, and musician, Albert Schwei¬ 
tzer is said to be one of the world’s 
greatest humanitanans. One would 
suspect that so intelligent a person 
would be engaged in an atmosphere 
of pure scientific research. But, as 
the book vividly explains, he pre¬ 
ferred to become a doctor for the 
benefit of the natives of Africa. He 
declined many great opportunities be¬ 
cause of his urge to serve humanity. 
Many of the offers were so attractive 
that it is difficult to believe anyone 
could have refused them. Up to the 
present day Dr. Schweitzer is known 


as one of the greatest interpreters of 
the music works of Bach, and as an 
outstanding logical philosopher. 

His decision to devote his life 
to serve the suffering natives of Af¬ 
rica was not one which took place 
in a matter of days, but was one 
which had been brewing inside of him 
since his childhood. During this time 
he had always felt unhappy when 
he saw examples of the misery pres¬ 
ent in the world. He hoped that when 
he grew up he could help the needy 
people who endured suffering and 
hardship because of disease and ig¬ 
norance. 

Jo Manton’s exhaustive account of 
the life of Albert Schweitzer is easily 
Comprehended. Her accurate descrip¬ 
tions of his life are based upon re¬ 
liable source material. I am sure that 
any person who reads this book thor¬ 
oughly will find it interesting and 
enjoy it as much as I did. 


Jet Engine Added 
To Aviation Shop 

Recently a jet engine has been add¬ 
ed to Room 142 for the aviation 
engine shop students.
